MARKET DESIGN 
BACKING FAILS 


TRADERS have hit out at the design 
of the new-look Walsall Market after 
independent experts were brought in 
to help draw up fresh proposals. 

Council bosses are looking to create a long¬ 
term site for the near 800 -year-old market. 
However, following drafts of the designs being 
put out for consideration, concerns were raised 
about the robustness of the demountable stalls, 


whether a back-to-bac 
accessibility. 

Almost 400 people vis¬ 
ited a two-day consultation 
event at Walsall’s New Art 
Gallery last month and 
feedback forms have shown 
a majority of people are in 
favour of the market being 
situated at the Bridge and 
lower Park Street. 

The Walsall Markets 
Working Group now wants 
extra time for the feasibility 
study to allow more detailed 
work to take place. 

Feedback 

A report on the £ 1.75m 
revamp, was due to be put 
before the council’s regen¬ 
eration scrutiny and perfor¬ 
mance panel on Tuesday. It 
confirmed that 388 people 
turned out to the consulta¬ 
tion event. 

From the feedback forms 
received, just over 60 people 
favoured the preferred loca¬ 
tion and layout for the mar¬ 
ket, with around 20 people 
against these proposals. 

Around 45 traders have 
also voiced their concerns 
and the report says traders 
will continue to help shape 
the proposals. 

Further research is to be 
carried out to get a better 
understanding of the opera¬ 
tional requirements for the 
market. 

In the report, Jo Nugent, 
team leader for borough 
wide development, said:

“Following this review of 
the operating considerations 
of the proposals, further re¬ 
visions to the design and 
layout will be made, and a 
review of the capital costs to 
implement the scheme will 
be made. 

“It may be necessary, 
depending of the extent of 
these revisions, for further 
public and stakeholder con¬ 
sultation to take place. 

“A commitment has been 
made to continue to hold 
events with the market 
traders to engage them in 
the design process, and our 
existing retailer/ business 
networks will also be used 
to keep these stakeholders 
up to date.” 

Under the plans, the mar¬ 
ket would have 70 stalls to 
reduce the amount that are 
currently vacant. There are 
also proposals for a back-to- 
back layout so stalls face pe¬ 
destrian routes and adjacent 
shop fronts. 

Traders and storage areas 
would back onto one an¬ 
other along a central aisle. 
The new stalls would also 
be demountable so when 
the market is not operating 
it can act as a public open 
space. There would also be 
an outdoor seating area.

Tuition 
role for 
disused 
building 

A DERELICT former man¬ 
ufacturing building is to 
be converted into a tuition 
centre for up to 30 children 
after council chiefs backed 
the plans. 

The site in Salisbury 
Street, Darlaston, will be 
open Monday to Friday cre¬ 
ating new jobs as part of the 
scheme. 

The extra teaching centre 
which will open between 
5-7pm has been approved 
by Walsall Council officers 
under delegated powers. 
The site has been empty for 
a number of years and will 
create four part-time posts, 
with the tutoring of between 
20 to 30 children. 

The plans have received 
backing in the community. 
Darlaston councillor Paul 
Bott said: “It is a welcome 
thing in the area, bringing 
a derelict building back into 
use. 

“If we can improve chil¬ 
dren’s standard of education 
every facility is needed.” 

The application submitted 
in support of the plans said: 
“The building has been used 
for manufacturing with an¬ 
cillary offices in the past. 
At present the property is 
vacant and in a dilapidated 
condition.“The children all 
live locally and therefore 
all of them would walk. The 
reasons for choosing a site 
within walking distance 
is that it saves time and 
money for parents.”

cover materials and his travel ex¬ 
penses. 

“We don’t charge for the space, so 
our residents are welcome to partic¬ 
ipate in the sessions for free. 

“The art group is also bringing 
the wider local community into Mat¬ 
tesley Court, which is something we 
are very keen to encourage.”

Ms Devlin, who lived 
in Friezeland Road, 
Reedswood, was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in Febru¬ 
ary last year and had a mas¬ 
tectomy at Manor Hospital 
before being given the all 
clear the following month. 
But she was readmitted to 
hospital a day later, on her 
48th birthday, and was di¬ 
agnosed with acute lympho¬ 
blastic leukaemia on March 
26 last year. 

Ms Devlin, who was 
born in Wednesbury and 
was a former Wood Green 
High School pupil, received 
chemotherapy treatment at 
New Cross Hospital in Wol¬ 
verhampton and eventually 
went into remission. 

She was given the go- 
ahead to have a stem cell 
transplant and her sister 
was found to be a match. 
The transplant went ahead 
last September at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham but two months 
ago she was told it had 
failed. Mrs Perks, aged 47, 
said: “We just hoped and 
prayed it would work..” 

Ms Devlin, who ran the 
Charles Street cafe and The 
Orange Tree pub in Walsall 
before being diagnosed, died 
on April 11. She leaves part¬ 
ner, Jane Faulkner, 47, and 
children Hugh, 28, Dominic, 
26, Joe, 23, and Siobhan, 20, 
and grandson Ollie, four.

Hanged 
man had 
a drink 
problem 

A MAN who had been in re¬ 
hab for his alcohol problem 
was found hanging in his 
flat on New Year’s Day, an 
inquest has heard. 

James Lloyd was found 
dead by police at his flat 
in a hostel in Walsall on 
January 1 this year. Police 
forced their way into the 
flat in Sandwell House in 
Sandwell Street and found 
the 28-year-old unemployed 
electrician hanging. No note 
had been left. 

Speaking at the hearing 
in Smethwick, his mother 
Elaine Lloyd said: “I knew 
he would do it one day, but 
I didn’t think he would do it 
when he did.” 

She said that she had an 
argument with James about 
money he had been borrow¬ 
ing off family members. She 
called the police after not 
speaking to him for days. 

The inquest heard that he 
had been undergoing treat¬ 
ment for his alcohol depend¬ 
ency and was also suffering 
from depression that had 
caused him to take an over¬ 
dose of medication three 
times before. 

Deputy Coroner for the 
Black Country Angus Smil- 
lie said that he died of stran¬ 
gulation from hanging, but 
ruled that it was accidental, 
due to his judgement being 
affected by alcohol.

Six tables and 12 seats will 
be put outside JD Wether- 
spoon in Darwall Street, 
Walsall, as part of the street 
scene. The application was 
granted by the council un¬ 
der delegated powers. 


Closed down care home to become flats n 


A FAILING care home which was closed 
down last year is to be transformed into 
flats after plans were backed by council 
chiefs. 

Castlefort Grange, in Walsall Wood, is 
to be converted into nine apartments after 
planners gave the go-ahead to redevelop¬ 
ment proposals. 

The Care Quality Commission last year 
said the home which catered for dementia 
sufferers was failing to meet national stand¬ 
ards of care and safety and the operation of 
the business was suspended. 

The proposals for the residential scheme 


have been backed by council officers under 
delegated powers. 

Head of planning in Walsall, David Els- 
worthy, said: “Walsall Council seeks to 
work proactively with owners, developers 
and their agents in the public interest to 
promote sustainable developments in the 
borough. 

“In this instance the council has been 
able to support the proposed development 
and has worked with the applicant.” 

The project involves converting the for¬ 
mer care home, in Castlefort Road, into five 
one-bedroom and four two-bedroom flats. 


The plans lodged with the council stated 
that it had been ‘unfeasible’ to continue op¬ 
erating the facility as a care home after op¬ 
erations were suspended and other options 
had been considered. 

A letter submitted with the planning 
application said: “The former care home 
Castlefort Grange became commercially 
unviable in 2013 after the operation of the 
business was suspended at the behest of the 
local authority. 

“Subsequently it became clear that it 
would be unfeasible to recommence an en¬ 
terprise of this nature and alternative uses 


were considered to prevent the possibility of 
the property having to be vacated and fall¬ 
ing in to disrepair.” 

The plans state that the larger ground 
floor would have three, two-bedroom and 
two, one-bedroom flats. The former care 
home had offered accommodation and per¬ 
sonal care to up to 23 people with dementia. 
When inspectors from the CQC visited the 
home last spring, after previously issuing a 
warning on their January 2013 inspection, 
they found the care provided was falling 
short of the standards people should be able 
to expect and improvements were needed. 


Real Grace from young 
diabetic with campaign 


WHEN she was diagnosed with diabetes five days after her eighth 
birthday, Grace Ryder knew she wanted to do something to help 
others with the condition. 

The Walsall schoolgirl was diagnosed with the Type 1 illness in June last year. 
The condition occurs when the body does not produce any insulin sending blood 
sugar levels too high. But instead of letting it get her down, Grace began writing 
to Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz, as well as Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt, to 
encourage them to put more money into research to find a cure. 

Grace, a pupil at Delves Junior School, 
has now decided to organise a fundraising 
event to raise money for the Juvenile Dia¬ 
betes Research Foundation. 

Her mother Julie, 45, said: “It was a 
really horrible time when Grace was diag¬ 
nosed with diabetes and it was so difficult 
to stop her sugar levels from going too high 
or too low. 

“She has a pump that gives her insulin 
through tubes but it means that she can’t 
wear pretty dresses or if she does, holes 
have to be cut in them for the pump and 
the tube to get through. 

“We don’t have the money for a tubeless 
pump so the idea initially was to raise cash 
to buy one, but Grace said she would rather 
raise money for research so that she can 
help other children like her. 

Refreshments 

“It really brought a tear to my eye when 
she said that so I have been doing all I can 
to help her.” 

The fundraiser will be held at Delves 
Baptist Community Church on June 1, a 
year to the date Grace was diagnosed, from 
10am until 12.30pm. 

There will be cakes, food, refreshments, 
a tombola and a raffle as well as a name the 
teddy bear competition. 

Both mother and daughter are now ap¬ 
pealing for a food hamper to be donated and 
raffled off as a prize. 

Mrs Ryder, of Botany Road, Walsall, 
added: “We have written to lots of big busi¬ 
nesses asking for help in donating a ham¬ 
per but haven’t had any replies. 

“Valerie said she is going to try and get 
a mobile diabetes unit set up at the event 
so that people can get tested for diabetes 
which will be great. 

“I hope lots of people will turn up on the 
day and support this fantastic cause and 
show Grace that people really do care about 
this cause.” 


Work starts 
on homes 
in scheme 


WORK has started on hundreds of new 
properties which are being built across Wal¬ 
sall as part of a £42 million project to com¬ 
bat a shortage of affordable homes. 

Builders have moved on to sites in Somer- 
field Road, Bloxwich, Pennine Way, Short 
Heath, Wessex Close, Brownhills and Har- 
rowby Road, Moxley. 

The project by Walsall Housing Group 
and developers Kier will see 338 homes built 
n total. 

There will be 234 properties in Moxley, of 
which 75 will be rented and 159 for sale. 

The remainder will be spread across the 
other sites. 

Progressing 

Mark Tranter, Walsall Housing Group’s 
head of development, said: “Work is pro¬ 
gressing at all sites and the residential 
scheme will all be completed by March 2015. 

“This programme will create a total of 
157 new affordable homes for rent across 
Walsall. 

“This is the biggest development pro¬ 
gramme we have undertaken to date and 
demonstrates a significant shift in the scale 
of our future development activity.” 

The housing association houses more 
than 40,000 people in 19,000 properties and 
has invested more than £350m in homes and 
communities since its launch in 2003.

A FEATURE-LENGTH documentary 
charting the rise of Dexys Midnight 
Runners, fronted by the Black Coun¬ 
try’s Kevin Rowland, is set to pre¬ 
miere in London next month.

Fight for photograph 
at baby’s grave backed 


MORE than 1,000 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion in support of a family who face not being 
allowed to show a picture of their baby on his 
gravestone. 

Amy Hopson and Warren Hobbs want to put a 
photograph of little Archie on full show on the me¬ 
morial in Willenhall Lawn Cemetery. But Walsall 


Council has raised concei 
upset mourners. 

It was proposed that if 
an image of the baby, who 
was stillborn, was added it 
should be covered up most 
of the time. 

Widespread support has 
now been given to the cou¬ 
ple and a total of 1,077 peo¬ 
ple have signed the petition 
in support of them being 
able to show the image. It 
will now be handed into 
Walsall Council this week. 

A plaque is currently in 
place ahead of the main 
gravestone being added in 
the coming weeks. It had 
been suggested that a small 
hinged door be attached so 
the family could see the pic¬ 
ture when they visit. 

But Miss Hopson said

tal death charity. They are 
now hoping the council will 
soften the stance and allow 
the picture to be used.

it distressing at all. They 
can’t see why you can’t 
have anything like that at 
the cemetery. A lot of people 
were disgusted,” she added. 

Baby Archie was still¬ 
born at New Cross Hospital 
in December. Speaking in 
February, Miss Hopson said 
they were already grieving 
the loss of their baby with¬ 
out the extra distress caused 
by the situation. 

She insisted the pho¬ 
tograph looks like a baby 
sleeping and having spoken 
to other parents no-one else 
found it distressing. It is the 
only picture they have of 
their son. 

In a statement released 
at the time the council said 
unfortunately the family 
wanted to use a picture 
which may upset other visi¬ 
tors. They suggested a com¬ 
promise which would see a 
small hinged door fixed over 
the image, so the family 
could see the picture when 
they visit and then cover it 
over. This could then pro¬ 
vide a satisfactory solution 
if practically possible.

GP surgeries may open all week long 


NEWS 

in brief 


DOZENS of GPs surgeries in the Black 
Country could be set to open seven days a 
week under new government plans to ex¬ 
tend opening hours across the country. 

Currently only a tiny fraction of practices 
in the UK are open all week on a full-time 
basis. 

But Prime Minister David Cameron has 
set out plans aimed at making it easier for 
working people to access medical services at 
times when practices are traditionally shut. 
He said: “We want to support GPs to mod¬ 
ernise their services so they can see patients 
from 8am to 8pm, seven days a week.” 


As part of a drive to ease winter pres¬ 
sures local health and care providers were 
each given a share of £250 million worth of 
government funding. The cash has enabled 
health care bosses in Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton to pilot seven-day opening 
schemes to test demand for the service. 

Sandwell Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) ran a pilot scheme involving all 112 
GP practices based in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham. 

Under the scheme, which came to an end 
on March 31, any patient registered with 
a practice was able to make an appoint¬ 


ment with a GP on a Saturday or Sunday. 
Meanwhile in Walsall, 24 surgeries piloted 
seven-day opening during February and 
March. Over the two-month period patients 
registered at participating GPs were offered 
the chance to book extra appointments at 
weekends. 

Salma Ali, spokesperson for Walsall CCG, 
said the pilot would test the need for ad¬ 
ditional opening hours during the tradi¬ 
tionally busy winter period. The group is 
currently evaluating patient take-up. 

However, senior doctors have warned the 
Prime Minister’s proposals leave a number 


of questions unanswered. Dr Bhikhu Pat- 
tni, West Midlands Council member, said: 
“There is no doubt there is demand for ad¬ 
ditional opening hours. 

“We are faced with an escalating work¬ 
load and an ageing society. Illness does 
not stop on Friday. But how is it going to 
be resourced and funded? A practice open 
seven-days a week and fronted by an ex¬ 
perienced GP would be able to offer a 
full service, whereas one staffed by other 
healthcare professionals would not. For this 
to work the current workforce would need 
to be expanded.” 


Overcrowding biggest 
bugbear for tram users 


OVERCROWDING has been identified as the 
biggest bugbear for tram passengers in the 
West Midlands, according to a watchdog. 

Passenger Focus carried out a survey of 556 pas¬ 
sengers on the Midland Metro service, which runs 
from Wolverhampton to Birmingham. The study 
found that most passengers were happy with the ser¬ 
vice, which compared favourably with other forms of

However, the biggest 
source of complaints sur¬ 
rounded a lack of space. 

While the service was 
praised for the condition 
of its vehicles, punctuality 
and journey times, 30 per 
cent identified the lack of 
personal space as a problem 
and a quarter said they were 
dissatisfied with the availa¬ 
bility of seating or standing 
areas. 

Two-thirds of passengers 
in the West Midlands said 
it represented satisfactory 
value for money, although 
18 per cent thought the 
fares were too expensive. 

Paul Griffiths, Metro pro¬ 
gramme director at public 
transport authority Centro, 
said he was pleased with the 
findings of the survey. 

He added that a new £40 
million fleet of larger trams 
would be running from the 
summer onwards, allevi¬ 
ating the problems with 
crowding. The new trams 
will be a third bigger than 
the existing stock, able to 
carry around 210 passen¬ 
gers, compared to 156 on the 
current model. 

“This, together with a 
frequency of 10 trams an 
hour, will increase overall 
capacity by 40 per cent, eas¬ 
ing the overcrowding that 
sometimes occurs during 
peak times as a result of the 
Metro’s popularity,” he said. 

Almost half of respond¬ 
ents said they would use the 
trams more often were it not 
for the crowding on board.

REPLACING YOUR FAILED DOUBLE GLAZING 
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SO after years of being told to 
cut down on our drinking, at last 
there’s an expert who has come 
up with some advice we can all 
raise a glass to. 

Dr Kari Poiklainen, who used 
to work for the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation now says its okay to 
drink six pints a day. 

Or if beer’s not your bag, a full 
bottle of wine is all right too. 

He says ‘moderate’ drinking 
is better for your health than ab¬ 
stinence, which in itself is prob¬ 
ably not that controversial. But 
it is his definition of moderation 
which might raise one or two 
eyebrows. 

Apparently, Dr Poiklainen - 
try saying that after six pints of 
Banks’s - reckons anything up to 
13 units a day should be ok. 

To put that into context, the 
Government’s recommended 
limit is 14 units a week for wom¬ 
en, and 21 for men. Or in the 
traditionally po-faced US, it’s 14 
units a week full stop. In fact, 
you may remember a while back 
they tried stopping anybody 
from drinking anything at all, and 
that worked out, didn’t it? 

Still, Dr Poiklainen has been 
researching the effects of alco¬ 
hol for years, something I have 
no difficulty in believing.

You know, 
ask him nicely, and he might take 
you on a tour of some of his fa¬ 
vourite labs. 

Predictably, the anti-drinking 
establishment has been unim¬ 
pressed by the Finnish experts’ 
work, with Julia Manning of the 
think-tank 2020Health, describ¬ 
ing his claims as ‘an unhelpful 
contribution to the debate.’ 

Now I tend to be deeply scep¬ 
tical of anyone who thinks that 
jumbling up letters and numer¬ 
als, with no gap in between, is 
the hallmark of a modern, pro¬ 
gressive organisation.

No doubt, Dr Poiklainen is a 
very well respected, educated 
man.

But when push comes to 
shove, I’m not sure he’s the type 
of man I would want to be bran¬ 
dishing the scalpel during a deli¬ 
cate piece of surgery.

Dudley MP Ian Austin says a 
record 93,461 people used West 
Midlands food banks in the last 
year, including 35,425 children. 
He suggests ‘thousands of fam¬ 
ilies in the West Midlands face a 
cost- of-living crisis and the ben¬ 
efits system is in chaos’. 

Those figures are from the 
Trussell Trust charity. And the 
Government thinks they might 
be making a rod for their own 
back. 

An unnamed spokesman for 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions said: “Even the Organ¬ 
isation for Economic Co-opera¬ 
tion and Development says there 
are fewer people struggling with 
their food bills compared with a 
few years ago, benefit process¬ 
ing times are improving and the 
Trussell Trust’s own research 
recognises the effect their mar¬ 
keting activity has on the growth 
of their business.” 

It comes down to your point of 
view. Fewer people struggle with 
food bills, but food bank use has 
grown.

Wolverhampton MP Pat Mc- 
Fadden made some remarks in 
a broadcast interview this week 
that he wants a Labour par¬ 
ty that ‘takes wealth creation 
every bit as seriously as its fair 
distribution’. The remarks were 
seized upon by some of the na¬ 
tional papers as a sign that he 
did not think his party leadership 
had a workable economic plan. 

In fact the Blairite MP for Wol¬ 
verhampton South East’s views 
on this are well known. What 
were not picked up were his 
concerns over the prospect of 
Britain leaving the European Un¬ 
ion. He calls the possibility the 
‘biggest economic threat facing 
the country’.

inquest is 
opened on 
tragic death 

of Jack, 12 


AN INQUEST has opened into the death a 
boy who was hit by a lorry while crossing a 
busy road on his way home from school. 

Jack Garrington, 12, from Rushall died after be¬ 
ing struck by the vehicle while crossing the Chester 
Road near to the Anchor Pub, just before 3.30pm 
on April 10. He was walking home from his school, 
Shire Oak Academy in Brownhills. 


At last week’s hearing 
Margaret Collins, coroner’s 
investigator for the Black 
Country, said: “On April 10 
he was walking home from 
school. His journey led him 
over the busy A452 Chester 
Road. In doing so he was 
struck by a lorry and re¬ 
ceived fatal injuries and he 
died at the scene.” 

The ambulance service 
treated him, but despite 
their best efforts they were 
unable to revive him. 

Senior Coroner for the 
Black Country Robin Bal¬ 
main said: “Any road traffic 
death is a tragedy, but espe¬ 
cially in the case of a young 
schoolboy.” He adjourned 
the case for further investi¬ 
gations to take place. 

Since the accident scores 
of children have visited the 
scene where Jack died and

left ties, flowers and trib¬ 
utes. His family have paid 
tribute, describing Jack, 
who lived in Kings Road in 
Rushall, as: “A lovely boy 
who was well loved by his 
family.” 

Shire Oaks Academy 
Principal, Gary Crowther 
added that his death was ‘a 
shattering loss’ for the acad¬ 
emy, which had left people 
at the school feeling ‘empty’. 

Residents living near to 
the road are calling for traf¬ 
fic calming measures to be 
put in place along Chester 
Road North following his 
death and have started a pe¬ 
tition that has already gath¬ 
ered more than 160 names 
and a Facebook campaign 
that is being backed by more 
than 2,000 people.

Roger out of Africa to

HE BECAME a worldwide 
sensation for his World Cup 
goal celebrations - and for¬ 
mer Cameroon ace Roger 
Milla believes England fans 
should not rule out celebrat¬ 
ing this summer. 

The iconic former African strik¬ 
er achieved international stardom 
at the 1990 World Cup with four 
goals at the sprightly age of 38. 

He became known for his dance at 
the corner flag after hitting the net 
and also went on to appear at the next 
finals four years later - becoming the 
oldest ever scorer. 

Nowadays he has set up a founda¬ 
tion, Coeur d-Afrique, which aims to 
help under-privileged children and get 
them an education in his homeland. 

And as part of a link-up the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton Roger 
has helped sponsor an IT facility in 
Yaounde in the capital of Cameroon. 

Milla visited the Walsall campus of 
the university last Wednesday to see 
some of the facilities on offer including 
the British Judo Centre. 

Speaking through an interpreter at 
the Walsall campus he said he often 
gets requests to repeat his goal dance 
and also said England had a chance of 
success in Brazil. “Everywhere I go 
people ask me to perform it, but the 
best way it can be done is after you 
have scored a goal. It is a bit artificial 
to do this anywhere else.” 

He added: “It very much depends 
how they do in the pool matches. Very 
often England reach the quarter-finals 
then suddenly stumble, the rhythm 
goes down and they don’t progress. 

“If they reach the semi-finals why 
not? Anything is possible. Particularly 
as you see what the English Premier¬ 


ship is like and particularly what Liv¬ 
erpool are doing this year. Liverpool 
have got excellent players that can 
take England into the finals. Yes, they 
have a chance if they get through the 
pool stage.” 

Milla, now aged 61, said he had been 
impressed by what he had seen at the 
university and was looking forward to 
learning more about the area during 
his visit. “It is very impressive what I 


have seen, it is a magnificent campus. 
We unfortunately don’t have anything 
of the sort in Cameroon,” he said. 

“I have never been to the West Mid¬ 
lands before. I believe it is a very nice 
pleasant area and I am looking for¬ 
ward to discovering it a little bit more. 
I very much wish the partnership we 
have set up with the university will 
become very active, will become very 
forward-looking. ”

Now pensioner Brian Rollings has 
been reunited with his beloved 1936 
Austin Seven Opal Tourer - 61 years 
after he traded it in for a new model. 

Mr Rollings bought the car when he was 
just 17 and spent hours polishing it and was 
the envy of his friends, even taking them to 
Weston-super-Mare in Somerset on holiday. 

Brian even went on his first date with his 
wife of 56-years Sylvia, when they first met 
shortly after he bought his beloved car. 

But two years after buying it, he reluc¬ 
tantly traded the car in for a bigger Ford 
Popular 103E in 1955. 

Brian, now 77, always regretted selling 
the car and after getting interested in clas¬ 
sic cars set about trying to track down his 
pride and joy. 

After spending 10 years scouring classic 
car magazines, auction houses and inter¬ 
net sites, he finally found it in a dusty barn

18 miles away from his home in 2011. He 
bought the car, with a top speed of 52mph, 
back and has spent the last three years lov¬ 
ingly restoring it back to its former glory. 

It now takes pride of place outside the 
great grandad’s home in Walsall, and he 
has vowed never to be parted from the car 
again. 

Brian, a retired engineer who has two 
grown-up sons, three grandsons and two 
great-granddaughters, said: “I bought the 
car from a greengrocer in Birmingham for 
£140 in 1953. 

“I’d got a new job and wanted a car so put 
an ad in the local paper for an Austin Seven 
Opal, my dream car. 

“A greengrocer contacted me and told me 
he had one so I raced over and viewed it and 
said I wanted it. 

“I must have saved for months to find 


the money and I was worried someone else 
would snatch it up but when I drove it home 
for the first time I felt like a king. 

“My mates thought it was great too and 
we had some fantastic times heading to the 
coast with the top down. I sold it in 1955 
after trading it in for a bigger car but I al¬ 
ways regretted doing that. I loved the car 
and over the years I just wanted to get it 
back. 

“I got into classic cars and bought a Rolls- 
Royce and a Mark VI Bentley convertible 
but I always hankered for the old 1936 Aus¬ 
tin Seven. 

“Finally I saw it advertised when I went 
to the Practical Classics Restoration Show 
at the NEC in 2011. 

“I enquired about the car immediately 
but was devastated to learn it had been sold 
the day before. 

“It had been off the road for 40 years 
in a barn in Coleshill in Warwickshire. It 
was rotten and covered in toy teddy bears. 
I didn’t recognise it. But when I saw the 
number plate my heart jumped. I couldn’t 


believe I found it. I was determined not to 
let it slip away. 

“The purchaser had agreed the deal and, 
even though it was painted orange and in a 
very grim state, I knew I could get it back 
to how it used to be. I collected the car the 
following week and started on the restora¬ 
tion immediately. 

“I was 75 when I got the car back so I felt 
time was of the essence. Then on Novem¬ 
ber 4, 2012, just 11 months after the project 
began it passed its MoT first time. 

“I love driving it around now. I feel ex¬ 
actly like I did when I was 17.” 

Wife Sylvia, 77, a retired administrator, 
added: “I always say to people that Brian 
loved two things in this life, me and that 
Austin Seven. I remember him driving me 
around when we first started courting and 
it is lovely to go out again and relive all 
those wonderful memories.” 

More recently his motor was the star at¬ 
traction at the Practical Classics Restora¬ 
tion Show at the NEC which was attended 
by tens of thousands of car fanatics.

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Options are outlined for 
walk-in centre's future

OPTIONS have been drawn 
up for the future of Walsall’s 
Walk-in health centre which 
will have to make way for fu¬ 
ture regeneration of the town 
centre. 

Proposals could see the centre 
in Digbeth relocated to either 
somewhere within or outside the 
town centre, or merged with the 
emergency and urgent care centre 
at the Manor Hospital. 

A report to Walsall Council’s health 
scrutiny panel, which meets today, 
Thursday, says the regeneration of the 
town centre has highlighted immedi¬ 
ate concerns regarding the provision of 
walk in centre services in the borough 
from April 2015. 

A review of how urgent care is de¬ 
livered in Walsall is currently being 
carried out. 

There are four main services in Wal¬ 
sall that people access if they need ur¬ 
gent or emergency care. 

They are the Walsall Manor A&E 
department, the independent Badger 
GP out of hours service, Walsall emer¬ 
gency and urgent care centre and 
walk-in centre. 

The future of the walk-in centre will 
be shaped by the outcome of a review 
which includes the views of the public. 

A consultation has now been 
launched so that people can have 
their say over where they think the 
centre should move to. The report 
said: “There are immediate changes 
required relating to the walk in cen¬ 
tre and the emergency urgent care 
centre due to the impending contract 
end dates and the regeneration of the 
town centre. 

“A 12-week public consultation will 
ensure that the patient voice is at the 
heart of our plans. 

“We now need to understand peo¬ 
ple’s views on the future of access ar¬ 


rangements in the borough.” Earlier 
this year patients were urged to only 
visit Walsall Manor’s A&E if their con¬ 
dition is serious or life-threatening as 
staff struggled to cope with an influx 
of people. 

The department saw a surge in pa¬ 
tients in recent months and bosses 


said services were becoming stretched. 
Between April and December there 
were 20,737 emergency admissions to 
the hospital with the numbers through 
the doors up every month. Bosses ex¬ 
pect to exceed their target of 25,098 
over the year. In 2011/12 the number 
of admissions was just 22,128.

“The wall will have to be rebuilt I 
would imagine but it could have been 
a lot worse so thankfully neither of 
them were injured.

Discarded 
cigarette 
started off 
fire at flat 


A WOMAN died after suffering severe burns 
during a house fire in Walsall caused by a 
discarded cigarette, an inquest heard. 

Firefighters were called to a maisonette in Myatt 
Way, Aldridge, on December 2 last year to reports of 
a bedroom fire. When they arrived at around 3pm 
they found Janice Bradbury had suffered serious 


burns during the blaze. 

The 57-year-old was 
taken by ambulance to Bir¬ 
mingham’s Queen Elizabeth 
hospital but she died a day 
later on December 3. 

A statement from James 
Holder, fire investigation 
officer for West Midlands 
Fire service was read aloud 
at the inquest at Smethwick 
Council House, he said: 
“Following an investiga¬ 
tion of the fire we came to 
the conclusion that it had 
been caused by an ignition 
of bedding started by care¬ 
lessly discarded smoking 
materials. 

“Due to her immobility 
she was unable to leave the 
room, which meant she was 
left to rely on neighbours to 
help her.” He asked the cor¬ 
oner to highlight the safety 
surrounding discarded ciga¬ 
rettes in the home. 



A post mortem discovered 
that she had died from mul¬ 
tiple organ failure as a result 
of the burns she received 
during the fire. A toxicology 
report also discovered that 
she had consumed alcohol 
prior to her death. 

Deputy Coroner for the 
Black Country Angus Smil- 
lie saidshe was suffering 
from a variety of health 
conditions including oste¬ 
oarthritis and stomach ul¬ 
cers as well as depression 
and had become reliant on 
alcohol. 

He concluded an acciden¬ 
tal cause of death as a result 
of multiple organ failure 
following major burns.Her 
carer Kerry Beddow, aged 
25, described the fire as ‘a 
real tragedy.’

Vera tries to keep her 
new case on track 


A nn Cleeves must be feeling 
pretty pleased with the way 
her career is going at the 
moment. 

The 60-year-old author’s novels 
continue to sell well and the TV series 
Shetland, which is based on her 
books about Dl Jimmy Perez, has just 
ended an acclaimed run on BBC1. 

There’s hardly been time to draw 
breath between that and the start of 
Vera’s fourth series. 

DCI Vera Stanhope, played so 
convincingly by Brenda Blethyn, was 
also created by Cleeves, and the first 
three sets of cases have proved 
popular with ITV viewers - and with 
the actress who plays her. 

Blethyn has a variety of acclaimed 
roles to her name, including an Oscar 
nomination for playing an overbearing 
mother in Little Voice, but Vera is her 
longest acting commitment to date. 

“I’ll continue to play Vera for as long 
as the audience wants to see her, as 
I absolutely love the character,” says 
the actress. “I was first attracted to the 
role because the drama focuses on 
the crime rather than her personal 


life, and Vera’s not your usual run-of- 
the-mill detective. She doesn’t come 
with any baggage; she’s not 
hampered by romance. If you passed 
her in the street you wouldn’t dream 
she was a detective. 

‘The success of Vera is down to a 
team effort. It sounds a cliche to say 
it, but every single person in the cast 
and crew plays a vital role in the 
show’s success. The international 
success of the previous three series 
is very gratifying and of course it’s 
great to receive such positive 
feedback from fans.” 

In January, Cleeves’ latest book 
featuring DCI Stanhope, Harbour 
Street, was published. It also forms 
the basis of the first case to be 
tackled by the character in this fourth 
run. 

DS Ashworth’s daughter witnesses 
the murder of pensioner Margaret 
Kraszewski on a busy Newcastle train 
at the height of rush hour. 

As a result, he’s keener than ever to 
help Vera apprehend the killer, 
particularly as he feels partly to blame 
for his daughter being on the train in 
the first place. 


“Joe’s daughter Jessie is under 
a lot of pressure to recall the 
events that took place, which is 
obviously very distressing for 
one so young, and which creates 
tension between Joe and Celine. 

Had Joe followed his wife’s advice 
and paid for a taxi home, their 
daughter would have been spared the 
anguish.” 

The investigation eventually leads 
Vera and Joe to the B&B Margaret 
shared with a woman and her 
teenage children. Further investigation 
suggests she knew her killer, and that 
her death was tied to secrets from 
her past. 

Once this case is wrapped up, 
there are three more for the duo to 
get their teeth into - what can we 
expect from those? 

“Viewers will meet Marcus Summer 
(Kingsley Ben-Adir), our new 
pathologist, who is joining the team 
following Billy’s departure,” explains 
Blethyn. “He’s a pretty smart cookie 
and quickly gets the measure of Vera! 

‘And as always we have some 
stunning landscapes featured across 
the four films.”

Longer spring days have just been comple¬ 
mented by the potential for lengthier spells 
of top-down driving between fuel stops in 
the new Audi A3 Cabriolet, which this week 
adopts a 1.6-litre TDI engine capable of over 
72mpg. 

Drivers who value tenacity in corners and increased 
capability in adverse weather as highly as economy 
can also now opt for new quattro all-wheel-drive ver¬ 
sions of the 180PS A3 Cabriolet 1.8 TFSI. 

The additions to the originally three-strong A3 Cab¬ 
riolet range can be ordered now, as can new S tronic 
twin-clutch-equipped versions of the 1.4 TFSI MOPS 
Cylinder-on-Demand and 2.0 TDI 150PS versions. All 
the new variants will reach their first UK customers in 
the summer. 

Positioned as the efficiency champion in the cabriolet 
line-up, the particularly frugal 1.6 TDI lowers C02 emissions 
to just 104g/km and can achieve up to 72.4mpg according 
to the combined cycle test. 

Initially available to order exclusively as a six-speed 
manual, the A3 Cabriolet 1.6 TDI needs 11.4 seconds to 
reach 62mph from rest and can continue to a top speed of 
124mph. 

Peak power from the 110PS four-cylinder unit is available 
between 3,200-4,000rpm and peak torque matches the sim¬ 
ilarly efficient 1.4 TFSI with Cylinder on Demand at 250Nm 
between 1,500-3,OOOrpm. 

Customers can choose the all-new A3 Cabriolet 1.6 TDI 
with SE, Sport or S line specification options, all of which 
include features such as the MMI Radio with DAB digital re¬ 
ception and powered retractable colour monitor, prepara¬ 
tion for SD card-based satellite navigation. 

There is also air conditioning or climate control, light and 
rain sensors and an automatic fabric hood that will open and 
closes in less than 18 seconds. 

Suspension 

Sport models also feature the Audi drive select system 
which fine-tunes driving characteristics, larger 17-inch alloy 
wheels, lowered sports suspension and front sports seats, 
while S line models are fitted with 18-inch alloy wheels, Xe¬ 
non plus headlights with LED daytime running lights and S 
line interior and exterior design enhancements. 

Sport and S line models also feature a fully automatic 
acoustic fabric hood which is insulated by three layers of 
fabric to mute road noise even more effectively. 

Sun-seekers who also want to enjoy their A3 Cabriolet at 
its best in less clement weather can also now opt for a 1.8 
TFSI petrol model which offers the added reassurance of 
quattro all-wheel-drive. 

At the heart of the all-wheel drive system is a hydraulical¬ 
ly actuated and electronically controlled multi-plate clutch 
which can send power from the front to the rear axle in just 
a few milliseconds. 

The clutch, which now operates without a pressure reser¬ 
voir, weighs significantly less than the previous unit. 

In the interest of better axle load distribution, it is located 
at the end of the prop shaft, in front of the rear differential. 

Inside it is a package of plates which rotate in an oil bath. 

During normal driving, the clutch sends most of the en¬ 
gine’s power to the front wheels, but if they start to break 
traction it can transfer torque in varying degrees to the rear 
axle almost instantaneously by pressing the sets of plates 
together under control. 

Peak torque increases from 250Nm in the front-wheel- 
drive version to 280Nm in the quattro, which combined with 
the optimal traction helps to bring about a slight improve¬ 
ment in the sprint time to 62mph from 7.8 to 7.6 seconds. 

Top speed is 145mph, and combined fuel economy 
stands at 42.8mpg with emissions of 154g/km 

The slick-shifting S tronic transmission is also now more 
widely available for the A3 Cabriolet, extending its reach to 
the 1.4 TFSI model with Cylinder on Demand technology 
and to the 150 PS 2.0 TDI. 

Carrying a premium of £1,480 over a manual equivalent in 
each case, S tronic can operate as a conventional automat¬ 
ic, albeit with exceptionally rapid gear shifts, but also allows 
drivers to shift gear with the central selector lever or with 
paddles on the steering wheel. 

When combined with the Audi drive select dynamic driv¬ 
ing system (standard on Sport and S line), efficiency mode 
enables a free-wheeling function to further reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption.
